E. A grant contract with Cedars Youth Services from the Juvenile Accountability
Fund to provide restorative justice programs for juvenile offenders and their
families, beginning October 1, 2000 and ending September 30, 2001.  The
County will grant $77,361.  (C-00-578)

F. An agreement with Lincoln Area Agency on Aging/Lincoln Information for the
Elderly to provide services for the Harvest Project, beginning July 1, 2000 and
ending June 30, 2001.

H. An agreement with the State of Nebraska, Department of Roads for
construction of a half diamond interchange with an eastbound entrance ramp
and westbound exit ramp from U.S. Highway 34 to Northwest 27th Street
northwest of Lincoln, Nebraska.  The State will pay the County up to $336,956
for design, letting, award of contract and supervision of contract.  (C-00-581)
